NEW YORK, May 12.—Nan Patter- 


son, the one-time Florodora show girl, 
was released..- from --the Tombs prison 
today after almost a year within its 
walls awaiting a determination that 
she had murdered her protector, Caes- 
ar Young, a racetrack bookmaker. She 
will leave for Washington at 3:25 this 
afternoon. She was loudly cheered by 
a crowd of 2,000 persons as she left 
prison. 


MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE. 


Her release was made at the in- 


stance of District Attorney 
Jerome, 


who said he did not believe another 
trial would result in other than a dis- 
agreement. 
At the same time he de- 


clared that there .had been a serious 
miscarriage of justice. 


He said many of the 
newspapers j 


had labored to create sympathy for 
the girl, and that this case had caused j 
one -more step in this cause toward a 
trial by newspapers rather than trial 
by jury. 


APPROVES OF RAND. 


He 
approved of all his assistant, 


Mr. Rand, had done or said in con- i 
ducting the case, and added: 


"The people for whom I care ap- 


prove our action. From the sane part 
of the community we have received 
nothing but fairness. I have informa- 
tion that admits of no doubt that there 
was unanimity in the jury room in 
three .points: 
First, Morgan 
Smith 


bought the pistol; second, Nan Patter- 
son took the pistol in the cab with 
her; third, Caesar Young did not com- 
mit suicide. I ask that the prisoner 
be discharged on her own recogniz- 
ance." 


IN FATHER'S ARMS. 


As Miss Patterson left the Criminal 


Court she was met at the threshold 
by her father, who threw his arms 
•round her and exclaimed: 


"Thank God, my daughter!" 
As she left the building she was 


loudly cheered by' a crowd of 2,000 
persons. She was driven in a carriage 
to her two lawyers' offices 
in 
the 


World building, where she remained a 
short time. 


CHEERING. 


When she left that building another 


outburst of cheering and hand-clap- 
ping by a crowd greeted her. She then 
went to the St. Paul hotel, where she 
bad lived before Young's death. 


INDORSED INDICTMENT. 


.Nan Patterson was discharged from 


custody this afternoon. District At- 
torney Jerome appeared 
before Re- 


corder Goff in .the. Court of General 
Sessions 
and 
recommended the re- 


lease of Nan Patterson on her own 
recognizance.

tears came into her eyes, and before 
he concluded she was weeping. The 
Recorder spoke with a kindly note in 
his voice that seemed to affect her 
very much, H!e said:

OF CREMATION 


Believes it Prevents Spreading of 


. . . 
! 
Infectious Diseasesr-Germs 


Stay in Soil. 


SANTA BARBARA, .May 12.—Dr. H. C. 


Oatman, of .San Diego, delivered 
the 


principal address at to-day's session of 
the California State Homeopathic Medical 
Society. 
He spoke upon the subject of 


"hygiene and sanitary science." He ad- 
vocated a more general resort to crema- 
tion as a means of preventing the spread 
of infectious diseases. 
Regarding the 


possibilities of epidemics from burial, Dr. 
Oatman referred to the discovery made 
fit Rio Janeiro, that the soil in which 
victims of yellow fever had been buried 
for years was impregnated with germs 
apparently Identical with those of the 
disease. 
The epidemic of plague in Modena. in 


1S2S, 
when 
thousands 
.were stricken, 


was the direct result of opening trenches 
in .which had been buried "victims of a 
scourge occurring over a hundred years 
before. 
The outbreak of cholera in Lon^ 


don in 1854 was due to a similar event, 
as was that in New Orleans in 1832. 
When Washington Square in New York 
was established over the site of the old 
Potters' field, the excavations 
led' 'to 


the 'scourage of cholera in that .city" in 
1806. 


MANY SODIES. 
: 


"Allowing fifteen years 
for thorough 
disintegration," said Dr. Oatmaa, "There 
are in and about the cities of California 
today 200,000 bodies in a more or less 
advanced stage of decomposition: 
Ac- 
cording to -the ISth bi-ennial report of 
the State Board of Health, since 1900 
there have been 119 cases or bubonic 
plague In California, with 113 deaths. 
For the two years ending July, 1904, 28,- 
610 deaths in the State have 'been re- 
ported. Of these 6,798 were from diseases 
preventable 
by 
proper 
health 
laws, 


typhoid fever claiming 244 victims. 
The 


mountainous districts, where this dis- 
ease js more" prevalent and more fatal, 
are not represented to a great extent in 
the report. From tuberculosis infections 
during the year ending July,/ 1904, 
the 


number of deaths reached 2,345; while 
from all infections and contagious dis- 
eases, Including consumption, there were 
3,113 
deaths. 


"The 
laws of California Invest the 
State Board of Health with power to 
enforce auch measures as may be neces- 
sa.ry> 
for 
the 
preservation of 
public 
health, e^en to seizing' and deporting a 
person suffering from a contagious dis- 
ease. 
Quarantines are imposed, Inter- 


fering with the personal 
liberties 
of 


whole families, in order that the public 
health may not be menaced. "We do not 
carry the good work far enough, bow- 
over, for we permit the bodies of per- 
sons dying from diseases to be deposited 
where they are a perpetual source of 
danger in the living. 


"There are various reasons why cre- 
mation should be more generally adopted 
in California. 
One of importance is that 


our- climate attracts thousands of tuber- 
culosis invalids. 
We cannot deny them 
admission. 
We should and we do wel- 


come them, but we should not allow 
them either living or dying, to become 
a menace to the health of others, Asia, 
.Central and South 
America 
and 
the 
islands of the Pacific are contributing 
their. sha.re to the danger from without. 
We have every reason to believe that the 
germs of- tuberculosis remain in the pro- 
ducts of decomposition long after putre- 
factive" changes have ceased. 
No more 


efficient method of eliminating the danger 
exists than that offered by cremation. 
I hope the time will soon come when 
sentiment will be in full accord with 
hygiene and when the" State Legislature 
will exercise its full power to compel 
the cremation of. bodies whose ..burial is 
only a preservation of menace to future 
generations." 


Dr. Mary A. .Stoltz, of Redlands, Dr. 


Guy E. Manning of San Francisco and 
William Simpson, health officer of Santa 
Clara county, also spoke on the same 
subject. 


The topic of "surgery" was discussed 


by Doctors E. R. Bryant, of San Fran- 
cisco and S. F. Bernard, of Los Angeles. 
"Epilepsy" was handled in four papers 
read by physicians.

There is to be a Joaqutn Miller Day atvthe Portland fair, when 


distinguished honors will be paid to the good gray poet who once 
lived in Tillamook and talked Chinock with the Indian lassies in the 
dear, dead days when Joaquin used to run for the Legislature in 
Oregon, and away from the sheriff in California. The bard will be 
present wearing his own hair and whiskers, with his iambic feet and 
his rheumatic legs incased in the famous boots whose high heels and 
red tops carry one back to the far-off golden time when gamblers, 
barkeepers and sta,ge drivers set the fashion. 
The veteran singer 


of the Piedmont hills still clings to the style of wear affected by the 
tashionables of early days, but he no longer whispers love ditties in 
the Chinook tongue in the ears of the dusky belles of the forest. His 
muse has ceased to be Anacreonic and has grown quite platonic, but 
his verse is still as sweet and inspiring as Rev. Joel McWhacker used 
to describe pea,ch and honey as being.

California will join hands in all honors Oregon may pay to Hie 


poet laureate of the Sierras, and the honors cannot be too marked. 
In spite of his eccentricities the song of Joaquin Miller has sounded 
a deathless note as pure and untrammeled as the trill of the lark. 
It has enriched literature and glorified the western shore of the 
continent. 
One who has written so much to charm and amuse man- 


kind has no need to ask pardon for his whiskers and boots—nor any 
need to wear them for advertising purposes. In spite of himself we 
shall continue to find evidences of Joaquin Miller's genius in his 
poems rather than in the peculiarities of his raiment. 


At the Portland exposition the poet will naturally be a figure 


of note. He was a pioneer of Oregon, and his voice was the first 
In that State to gain a hearing in the literary world. His verse was 
a reflection of his surroundings, and its wild beauty fitted its themes. 
In them could be detected the spirit of the argonaut, the wild free- 
dom of the forest, the grandeur of the great rivers and lofty moun- 
tains, love of nature in its vagrant moods and the passions of the un- 
conventionaJ man. It is typical of the land "where rolls the Oregon" 
and the Sacramento. Its author deserves the renown he has gained 
and the honors he will receive at the Lewis and Clark Exposition. 
May he find the jug at the fair large and handy and the stopper easily 
pulled. 


The school census of Alameda shows an increase of 84 children

English Laws Against Irish 
Industries. 


A correspondent challenges the statement recently made in THE 


TRIBUNE that British legislation had persistently sought to destroy 
the ^commerce and manufacturers of Ireland. He is confident that 
the accusation was written by some person of Irish blood or birth in 
a spirit of hostility to the English people. As if the significance and 
credibility of the statement are affected by the nationality or birth- 
place of the person making it. However, the surmise is incorrect. 
The writer is not Irish and is not hostile to the English people, being 
partly of Saxon blood. It is more than likely that our correspondent 
is English, which is no more criminal than being Irish. 


It is extraordinary that any educated person should deny that the 


British Parliament, immediately after the Act of Union 
destroyed 


Irish autonomy, began passing a series of laws framed expressly to 
suppress the manufactures and commerce of Ireland, then in very 
flourishing condition. No economic legislation quite so infamous was 
ever enacted by Spain in dealing with her colonies. 
If our correspon- 


dent wishes to learn what these laws were and what effect they had 
on Irish industries, he should read Sidney Smith's essay on "British 
Rule in Ireland." 
The late Marquis of Dufferin, once 
Governor- 


General of Canada, Viceroy of India and one of the ablest diplomatists 
in the service of the British government, ought to be good authority, 
even for our English friend. 
He is Irish by birth to be sure, but he is 


Norman-English in blood and a Conservative in politics. 
Here is 


what he says: 


"Live cattle from Roscommon, Tipperary and Queens Counties 


were exported to England and undersold the English farmers there, 
nearly four centuries ago. The English farmers didn't like that, and 
by law Irish cattle were declared "a nuisance." 
It was forbidden to 


bring them into England. 


"Then the Irish killed their beasts at home and began to export 


eared meats. Promptly, at the request of the English 
merchants, 


Parliament put prohibitory duties on these salted meats. 


"Later Parliament forbade the importation of Irish leather—so 


that the Irish farmer could not sell his ox, alive or dead, or even the 
hide. 


"The Irish tried sheep farming. At the request of English sheep 


breeders Irish wool was declared contraband by a Parliament of 
Charles II. 


"The Irish began to manufacture their wool into cloth, making 


fustian, flannel and broadcloth so successfully that, at the request of 
the English merchants, and by an Act of William II, the woolen in- 
dustry of Ireland was destroyed and 20,000 manufacturers left the 


i island. 


"In their turn cotton manufacturers, sugar refiners, soapmakers 


and candle-makers, at the request of their English competitors, \\ere' 
forbidden by Parliament to carry on their work. 


"The Irish, in despair, yet struggling on, built ships—and in all 


save a few ports the Irish flag was forbidden. 


''An Irishman could not even import into Ireland sugar, cotton 


or tobacco. They must go first to England and pay an English profit 
before the Irish could get them." 


These infamous statutes have one after another been repealed, but 


not till they had completed their deadly work and reduced nine-tenths 
of the population of Ireland to the verge of starvation and beggary. 
The quays and wharves of Limerick, Gahvay, Waterford, Cork and 
other ports and manufacturing centers in the south and west of Ire- 
land rotted in desolation, the warehouses went to silent decay, and the 
factories fell into ruins. Every traveler in Ireland sees these mournful 
evidences of the most remorseless persecution in history since the 
Pharaohs enslaved the children of Israel. If our correspondent wii. 
read the story of Ireland as told by English historians he is likely to 
turn in shame and indignation from a chapter that 
should make 


every Englishman blush for his race and his country.

No flayhemizingof California Names 


The original geographical nomenclature of California is to be 


restored by the Postoifice Department, thanks to the agitation "begun 
by Bank Commissioner Zoeth S. Eldredge stimulated and carried on by 
the press and public bodies of the State. The names redolent and 
reminiscent of the Spanish occupation, the pioneer and most romantic 
period in the history of California, will be preserved. The State would 
have lost something vital and distinctive if the corruption of the Spanish 
names had been permitted to go unchallenged. The beauty and signi- 
ficance of the old names would have been entirely lost had the mean- 
ingless condensations been allowed to stand. For instance, Chiila Vis- 
ta means exquisite view. Run together, as it was done by some prairie- 
bred ass from Illinois or Towa holding a clerkship in the Postal De- 
partment, it appears as Chulavista, a corruption devoid of all poetry and 
distinctiveness. In the eyes of people familiar with the Spanish tongue 
and the early history of California, such corruptions are expressions of 
ignorance and insensibility. Very likely the mayhemizing of Cali- 
fornia names was done by some dull functionary utterly ignorant alike 
of the liquid speerh of Castile and the pioneer history of this State. 
Fortunately his pernicious activity has been scotched for the present. 
It is to be hoped that he will never be permitted to resume it. 


What Will the Democrats Do? 


If anyone entertained serious doubt of the President's intention 


to press the issue of rate regulation by law, it has been dissipated by 
the Executive's forthright expressions on the subject. What he said 
is emphasized by the recent utterances of Secretary Taft, who shares 
the President's confidence to an extraordinary degree. The War 
Secretary says the power to regulate is vested in the Federal Govern- 
ment, the courts having so decided, and that the necessity for regula- 
tion has been clearly established. It follows, he argues, that Congress 
will be derelict if it fails to enact the legislation necessary to make 
regulation effective. 
In the meantime, the President gives it out un- 


mistakably that all the existing laws will be enforced to the letter. This 
makes it certain that railroad control will be a well defined and lead- 
ing issue as soon as Congress assembles. 


Some interesting political developments may be expected to de- 


velop when the issue gets fairly before the House. What will the 
Democrats do? The old States rights conservative wing represented 
by such men as Judge Parker, John G. Carlisle, August Belmort and 
Grover Cleveland will, of course, oppose government control on gen- 
eral principles, while the radical wing under the leadership of William 
J. Bryan, Judge Dunne, George Fred Williams and Tom L. Johnson 
is rapidly coming to a position in favor of government ownership. 
Will there be a fight between control by the government and public 
ownership? It is possible that the public ownership advocates may 
be found fighting with the railroad managers against government con- 
trol and rate regulation of freight rates by law. Stranger things have 
happened in American politics. It would be remarkable, indeed, if 
the radical and conservative wings should unite in opposing the Presi- 
dent's railroad policy. We shall see very shortly.

CIENTIST SAY- 


ARfl IS THE KEY 


TO HOST riARRIAQES 


New theories at unconscious selection on the pstrt of man and wife—like mating with like—as opposed to 


Darwin's idea that men and women depend upon their perceptive and intellectual faculties in choosing each other, 
were propounded by Professor Karl Pearson, of University College, London, recently at the Royal Institution 


He maintained that man has an unconscious tendency to select a wife of his own height, with eyes of his 


own color, a proportionate span from forefinger to forefinger, a forearm corresponding to his own and a constitu- 
tion of like physical vigor. 


These theories he expounded by means of tables and diagrams. 
Among every thousand men the color of the eyes is divided as follows: 
Blue, 363, green, 312, hazel, 127, brown, 94 
The eyes of women are generally darker, only 286 of them to every thousand having bine ones. In these 


blue-eyed people married at random the result would be that they would mate at the rate of 104 per thousand, 
but he had discovered that the actual number of marriages per thousand of blue-eyed persons was 140, or thir- 
ty-sir above the random average, thus proving that the blue-eyed man and the blue-eyed woman are unconscious- 
ly attracted toward one another. 


In the same way, men with greenish gray or hazel eyes tend to marry women with eyes of like color. 
The average height of a man he gave as from strty-seven inches to sixty-eight inches, and that of a woman 


as sixty-two and one-half Inches, and he contended that the average tall man has a tall wife and the short man 
a short wile. 


"One could hardly Imagine a man choosing a wife by measuring her from forefinger to forefinger," said the 


professor, yet his diagrams demonstrated that as the span of one increased so did that of the other. A like re- 
sult was produced in the measurement of thousands of forearms, his figures showing that there was a distinct 
tendency on the part of men with long forearms to marry wives with proportionately long forearms.

LINCOLN, Neb., May «.—From out 


of the Rosebud Agency, from the re- 
gion settled up. by the female settlers 
successful In the recent Government 
drawing, there cornea a sad, sad story 
of those who would marry these dear 
girls and take from them the great 
responsibility of running their farms. 
The female settlers 
of 
the 
region 


around Bonesteel have organized for 
mutual protection against matrimonial 
plans and specifications of those thous- 
ands of tender hearted men who have 
signified their willingness to exchange 
.heir superior knowledge of the world 
n general and the farm In particular 
for a joint estate beside the fireplace 
la the little cabins which the dear girls 
are now having built. 


The story was brought back from 


Bonesteel region by Miag Ruth Pyrtle 
of this city, a teacher In the public 
schools there, and 
by 
Miss Estelle 


Salle of Mexico, Mo., who Is now Miss 
Pyrtle'8 guest. 


These two are near neighbors as 


distance la counted In the wide prairie 
of the Northwest, to that they live only 
thirteen miles apart. 
Between their 


claims runs a stream of water, and 
while they did not say so. It is barely 
possible that while strolling along the 
river banks In the soft-sad light of 
the gloaming, these two met, each with 
a tin bucket, after 
water, 
became 


warm friends and then 
and 
there 


evolved the scheme. 
But 
whether 


they did or not the organization has

NEW AUTOMOBILE RULE 


SAN FRANCISCO, Mar 12—The new 


regulation of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany relative to automobiles, permitting 
cais on all broad-gauge boats, went into 
effect on "Wednesday and is very largely 
In the nature 
of an experiment. 
The 


members of the board of governors of 
the Automobile Club of California, who 
are1 responsible for the new orders, state 
that it is of the utmost importance that 
automobile owners observe the regula- 
tions Imposed by the railroad company to 
the letter, as If there is a disposition to 
override the rules there is danger that 
tlie"order will be rescinded and that au- 
tomobiles will 
be 
excluded 
from the 


ferry-boats altogether. 
The railroad of- 


ficials were induced to grant the con- 
cession only after earnest solicitation and 
with the distinct understanding that any 
infringement of the rules would lead to a 
recall of the entire order. The full text 
of the regulation is as follows: 


"Automobiles may be carried on our 


passenger ferries between Oakland pier 
and San 
Francisco, 
commencing with 


S:05 
p. m. trip from San Francisco, pro- 


vided the fires are extinguished on the 
vehicles before they are allowed to go 
aboard the boat, In compliance with the 
law. 


"Automobiles will be conaned to the 
rear end of the boat where, in case of 
accident, they can 
be 
readily thrown 


overboard. 


"The carrying of automobiles on our 


creek route ferry during the day time 
will be continued. 


"These instructions 
are 
hereby 
re- 


called, and, commencing Wednesday, May 
10, 1905, we will permit automobiles on 
all our ferry-boats, under the following 
restrictions: 


"First—Automobiles will 
go to 
the 


ferry and take the position designated 
by the representative 
of 
the company 
aboard the boat. 


"Second—Machines operated solely by 


gasoline will go on and oft the boats 
under their own power, but when com- 
ing to rest on the boat the engine will 
be stopped and the electric current turned 
off. The engine will not again be started 
until the boat has made a landing and 
instructions are given by the officers of 
the boat for the machines to leave. 


"Third—Machines 
operated 
by steam 


must put out all fires, whether main fires 
under boiler or pilot-light flres, befoie 
going on boat: nor can these' fires be 
lighted until the machine-is off the boat 
at the landing side. 
Steam machines, 


however, will be permitted to go on and 
oft the boat under their own steam, with- 
out fires, provided the pressure will per- 
mit; otherwise they must be pushed on 
and off the boat. 


"Fourth—Automobiles , will be carried 


•on ferry-boats at all hours. Of course, 
mail, baggage and express will be loaded 
first, then teams, and then^' the balance 
of the space will be given up to auto- 
mobiles. 
The number on each trip will 


not be limited, and they will not be com- 
pelled to stand on the rear of the boat, 
as formerly." 


Secretary Frey of the Automobile Club 
states that the same care must be ob- 
served with relation to the use of Park 
roads if the present concession of the 
Park Commissioners "Ik .to-be- continued. 
The Automobile Club's governors have 
sent - a request to ail members of the 
club to Tiotlfy the secretary bftany viola- 
tions of the State law, which request Is 
extended to those not members of the 
club, whether owners of cars or not.

"In making our rules," writes Mr, 


Graves, "We must bear in mind that 
the public does not like tod much red 
tape, and we must accordingly make 
them simple—and elastic." The writer 
proceeds.in a helpful treatise to eluci- 
date the principles applied in printed 
forms, with remarks on borrowers' ap- 
plications, 
book-plates, etc., which 


should prove -very useful to librarians. 
As a systemist in library work Mr. 
Graves has few equals. 
Of rules he 


says: 


"The rules should relate to general 


information, hours of opening, etc.; the 
circulating department, how to be- 
come a borrower, how to draw a book, 
time limit on books, etc.; reference de- 
partment and reading room. The Col- 
lowing might be added: 
Suggestions 


to borrowers as to how to get at the 
resources of the library, the card cat- 
alogue, the various indexes, and other 
aids. 
By these means you will 'Help 


many a timid borrower who may be 
diffident 
about 
making his wants 


known. I have a case in mind where 
two chums come to the 'library regu- 
larly, and one of them is always 
the 


spokesman for the other, the second 
one' being too timid to ask."
